vote on the lease. Over 700 stockhold- 
ers were present.

New York Central has agreed to a re- 
duction of the lease term to 99 years, 
and, upon penalty of $4,000,000, not to 
use for benefit of the Central any earn- 
ings of the Boston and Albany other 
than that in duty bound to take in 
order to comply with terms of the 
lease.

A MANIFESTO FROM L.UDLO* 


Notifies Those Who Incite Strikers That Vio- 


lence and Tumult Will Be Crushed. 


Havana, Sept, 27.—The city is in a 


seriously 
disturbed1 
condition. Some 


think it is dangerously near anarchy. It 
U all owing to the strikes. General Lud- 
low sayg that, if it should be necessary, 
he can find room at the presidio for 
1000 


prisoners, and at Cabanas for as many 
more. Where all the rights of citizens 
are at stake, he considers that the ex- 
isting military powe.r should supersede 
kny legal technicality. 


General tudlow has issued a long 


proclamation, .which is in part as fol- 
lows: "The United States of America 
Is pledged to the establishment in Cuba 
of a stable and orderly government A 
pledge made alike to Cubans and to the 
world will surely be fulfilled. Every en- 
deavor will be made to inculcate the 
principles of self-government, the foun- 
dation of which is true, self-respecting 
liberty. Modern civilization demands 
an enduring respect for law and the 
rights fcnd liberties of others. 


"The workingmen of Havana are being 


tempted toward a fatal step, which, il 
taken, will set back their exercises of 
liberty and the enjoyment of the rights 
of man for an indefinite period. They 
are being urged to a general strike, to 
a total suspension of the accustomed oc- 
cupations and labors which are essen- 
tial to the common welfare, and upon 
which depend even the very lives of the 
people. 


"The reason assigned! is a demand for 


a working day of eight hours. As a mat- 
ter of fact, such a demand has not been 
made. No body of employers has been 
asked to shorten the day to eight hours. 
No petition has been submitted to the 
ayuntamiento or to the American au- 
thorities. 


"At the instigation of a few self-seek- 


ing demagogues, backed by a more nu- 
merous element that prefers idleness-to 
labor and excitement of any kind to the 
calmer life of thrift and protection oi 
the family, the workingmen of Havana 
are urged to forego ail labor, to extin- 
guish the lights that protect property 
and discourage crime, to close the bake- 
shops that furnish food, and, if that 
could be accomplished, to cut off the 
water supply. Meanwhile the trades 
and occupations are to be abandoned; i'S- 
dustry is to perish and food to fail. 


"It is known to the authorities that 


but a small proportion, of the work- 
ingmen are in sympathy with the move- 
ment, and that the majority have been 
coerced into assent. Let thea-e be no 
misunderstanding as to the outcome 
Order will be maintained. Violence and 
tumult will be crushed." 


BATES SWEEPS BOSTON 


Curtis Guild Defeated, Almost 
Two to One, in the Caucuses 


Held Last Night. 


Boston, September 27—In the republi- 


can caucuses held last night, Speaker 
John L. Bates, candidate for lieutenant, 


governor swept the city of Boston and 
gained a great lead throughout the 
state. 


Mr. Bates carried 14 of the 25 wards 


in Boston, giving him 163 delegates and 
his opponent an even 100. The result of 
the Boston caucuses was the biggest 
surprise that could have been kept in 
cold-storage for Mr. Guild, his man- 
agers and supporters. The Guild men 
had counted on only a few of the 
wards going for Mr. Bates, and it was 
generally conceded that 
Mr. Guild 


•would carry Boston. 


From corrected returns it appeared 


this afternoon th. t of the delegates 
chosen In the cHles and towns holding 
caucuses last night, Mr.,Bates bas 770 


to 490 for his opponent Curtis Guild, Jr., 
a surprising majority of 280. 


The figures at Guild headquarters 


give a majority of only 100 to Mr. 
Bates, little confidence is placed in 
them as it is understood that they are 
arranged to make the best possible 
showing for Mr. Guild. However the 
Bates men think It a compliment to 
have so much conceded by the Guild 
men. Last night the Guild managers 
figured Mr. Bates' lead as low as 50. 


The Bates managers are 
confident 


that the caucuses to''be held tonight 
will be as favorable to their candidate 
as thoee held last night. 
The Guild 


men are making desperate efforts to 
save the day. Draper is out with a 
signed statement urging all Guild men 
to attend the caucuses tonight, assert- 
ing that if all the Guild men attend the 
state can yet be saved for Mr. Guild.

High Prices For Playing Cards. 


A sale of old playing cards took place 


in London recently. The catalogue con- 
tained 46 lots, and though they lacked 
the extreme rarity of many in the 
Schrieber collection there were a num- 
ber of unusually interesting and curi- 
ous packs. These were the characteris- 
tics especially of 52 old proverb cards, 
the rarity of which is testified to by the 
fact that they are not mentioned in the 
British museum catalogue, in which 
every known variety is recorded. The 
pack was in fine condition and realized 
the sum of £4 Is. A marble backed set 
of 5-1 Dutch satirical cards, engraved in 
the first quarter of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, fetched £3 18s. The sum of £3 
was paid for an antique geographical 
pack of about the year 1675. This, set 
also included the rare explanatory card 
and another card describing other packs 
of the period. The "popish plot" pack, 
which was published iu 1679, was sold 
for £3 18s. These cards are -very scarce, 
but the completeness of the pack was 
broken by tlie absence of tho seven of 
hearts, and this influenced the price. 
A pack illustrating the American war, 
with portraits of the generals engaged in 
it, realized 2 guiucas.

Tonight the 
remainder of the caucuses will be held, 
and the Bates men are confident that 
tonight \\-ill be a repetition of last 
night. The victory Mr. Bates achieved 
In Boston, where the Guild men con- 
ceded him no more than a ward or two, 
and his great lead outside of Boston 
are expected to have strong influence 
on the caucuses tonight in his favor. 
If tonight's results equal last night's 
results. Mr. Guild will be a badly de- 
feated candidate. Today the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Bates does not seem to be 
hi doubt. 


NORTH ADAMS ALL BIGHT 


The people of this city need not'be 


led astray in determining the position 
of Xorth Adams in the lieutenant gov- 
ernor contest by giving: heed to the 
claims made by the over-anxious Guild 
men or by paying attention to state- 
ments made by those wholly ignorant 
of the political situation. North Adams 
republican? intended to send a solid 
Bates delegation to the state convention 
and it has done as it intended. 


Congressman Lawrence has been out 


of the city during all the time of the 
contest and no one took the 'trouble to 
ascertain whether his vote would be for 
Bates. It is the custom to send con- 
gressmen to the state convention, and 
North Adams extended the courtesy to 
Mr. Lawrence •without questioning his 
position.

INFORMATION FOR THOSE WHO IN- 


TEND VISITING THE GAY CITY. 


The "Swell" Eating Place* and Sample* 


of Their Charge*—Prices Tbat Some- 
time! Aitonish Eten High ftttliintf 
Americans. 


Those Americans who think that New 


York is an expensive place ought to go 
to Paris. There is no doubt that the 
prices of New York at first class places 
are high, but the New York restaur- 
ants have not reached such expertness 
in making out bills as they have iu 
Paris. Therefore it is not at all uncom- 
mon to notice art American with his 
wife going over his bill with the hair 
slowly rising upon his head. 


There are plenty of places in Paris 


where you can get a dinner cheaper— 
the bouillons Dnval, for example. These 
restaurants are sprinkled all over Paris, 
and they give you plain food very well 
cooked at a reasonable figure. But, the 
average American generally goes to the 
swell places, which are about 12 in 
number. There is the Cafe de Paris, 
Cubat's, Chevillard's, Durand's, Jo- 
seph's, the Restaurant Larue, the Tonr 
d'Argent, Maire's, Paillard's, the Mai- 
son Doree, the Cafe Voisin and the Res- 
taurant Lucas, together with the Cafe 
Anglais, the Lion d'Or, Foyot's and 
Marquery'B, if you choose to include 
them. The Cafe Anglais is no longer 
first class, the Lion d'Or has been closed, 
Foyot's is in the Latin quarter arid 
Marquery's is only middle class. The 
highest priced places are Durand's, Pail- 
lard's and the Cafe Voisin, and these 
are the most frequented. Each year the 
restaurant frequented by the "swells" 
changes. Two years ago it was Du- 
rand's, last year it was Paillard's and 
this year it is Voisin's. 


Americans are generally disappointed 


in the appearance of these places be- 
cause they are frequently small and by 
no means gorgeous in their equipments. 
They are all arranged in about the same 
way—a row of cushioned seats or di- 
vans running around the wall, with ta- 
bles placed next to them. The guests 
nearly always ensconce themselves on 
the seats next to the wall and are served 
from the other side of the tables by the 
waiters. Occasionally, when the place 
is crowded, people will seat themselves 
on the outside, but ordinarily they are 
found on only one side of the table. As 
for the table linen, the china, the knives 
and forks, the.,* are by no means as fine 
as we find in many of the American 
hotels and restaurants. The cooking, 
however, is hard to excel. The reason 
that the Paris restaurants obtain such 
high prices is owing to their peculiarity 
of getting what they call primeurs. 
Their Paris epicurean guests seem to 
want to eat things out of season. For 
example, they are fond of serving you 
peas in Janaary. Then, they will give 
yon pheasants and birdnest soup and 
other exotic dishes. 


Here is a sample dinner and a very 


plain one for two at a Paris restaurant. 
They charge yon, by the way, 50 cen- 
times, or 10 cents, to sit down. There- 
fore for the two places, or couverts, put 
down 1 franc; an aperitif, the substi- 
tute for our American cocktail, another 
franc; a bottle of ordinary white wine, 
3 francs; a bottle of ordinary burgundy, 
7 francs; a tureen of bouillon, another 
franc; a sole with normandy sauce, 8 
francs; a duckling with turnips and 
cream, 15 francs; asparagus with a de- 
licate sauce, 12 francs; icecream tart, 
5 francs; coffee, half afranee; liqueurs, 
1 franc; tip, half a franc; total, about 
60 francs, or about $12. 


The French have many ways of cook- 


ing eggs most deliciously. For exam- 
ple, eggs with shrimps, scrambled eggs 
with chicken gravy, and scrambled eggs 
with almost everything, much better, 
you find, than in America. They also 
cook maiy things in covered saucepans 
which are most appetizing. Their sauce- 
pans are earthenware, of the kind call- 
ad casseroles, and by keeping them cov- 
ered they can cook a chicken en casse- 
role which will make your month wa- 
ter. The average American chicken is 
baked in an oven—although the cook 
thinks she is roasting it when she is 
only baking it—and, as a rule, it is dry 
and tasteless and unfit to eat. 


You can get a lunch, or what the 


French call a breakfast, at any of these 
restaurants, including a bottle of ordi- 
nary wine, butter, shrimps, eggs and 
mushrooms, chicken 
with artichoke 


hearts, strawberry tart, 
coffee 
and 


cheese for about 25 francs, say $5. But 
all of these bills that I am giving yon 
are the dinners and breakfasts ordered 
by people who are careful. The average 
American is apt to take things which 
are suggested to him by the waiter, and 
when he has eaten with his table com- 
panion say four dishes and finds that it 
costs §] 0 apiece it makes him very tired. 


If you will notice, I have put on the 


bills of fare above only ordinary wines. 
If you place yourself in the hands of 
the sommeiller, or wine steward, and 
tell him you want something very good, 
he will bring yon. tip an old cobwebby 
bottle of burgundy without any tag on 
it and will tell you that it is good. So 
it is. It will generally cost you more 
than champagne, and by the same token 
it is better than champagne. Americans 
soon find out the places where they have 
good burgundy and bordeaux, but they 
have to pay for them. I would advise 
these Americans always to trust in the 
sommeiller rather than attempt to find 
things themselves from the wine list, 
because the wine list is meaningless. 
All it can tell you is vintage and prices, 
and sometimes not even that.—Paris 
Cor, San Francisco Argonaut.

A City Praised For Its Good Manners and 


llaruionioua Surroundings. 


If I wished to touch an awkward 


child, youth or girl good manners by 
example, I should send him or her to 
Florence, says a writer to Truth (Lon- 
don). 
There may be ill mannered per- 


sons there, biit I never saw one. Poor 
people behave with tho suave dignity 
which used in England to stamp the 
lady or gentleman. Most persons are 
brainy, bnt cleverness is not eager to 
shine. It is very subdued and more oily 
'!».i corrosive. The charm of Florence 
steals on one like the wit of its clever 
inhabitants. The senses are soothed in 
all directions by harmonious manners 
and objects. Architects understood chi- 
aroscuro not less thanthp great painters 
and sculptors. One never wearies of the 
streets and public buildings. Their as- 
pects constantly and strongly vary, ac- 
cording to the course of tho sun. Lights 
and shades at 10 in the forenoon are 
wholly different from what they will 
be at 4 in the afternoon. Tho Floren- 
tine women Lave interesting though not 
beautiful faces. But one has only to 
walk into the market to see country 
girls who would have done for models 
for Raphael's Virgin mothers. One is 
struck in the galleries with the nice 
judgment with which tho pictures are 
hung. What more lofty in sentiment 
than the tomb of Lorenzo de' Medici? 
Loftiness is an attribute of Florentine 
architecture, palatial or domestic. The 
doors of private honses might pass iu 
England for portals. One feels them to 
be great facts in their way. 


Talking of harmonious things re- 


minds me of the Boboli gardens. Is 
there a spot in England, the land of 
stately and lovely seats, that at all ap- 
proaches them? In situation and tran- 
quil, generous loveliness I can only 
think of one—the Duke of Northumber- 
land's terraced gardens at his place in 
Surrey. The Boboli Eden, where the 
Prince and Princess of Naples still court 
seclusion, has the advantage over the 
Surrey paradise of being under a reveal- 
ing sky. Every shade of greenery, every 
floral hue, is well brought out. One sees 
the faultless 
texture of statues and 


fountains mellowed by time. 
In so 


strong a light a well ordered design is 
required, and one has it. The marbles 
are the climax. They are to the horti- 
cultural beauties as brilliants to the 
lace and satin of a fine woman's dress. 


Florence ia not what it was in the 


grand ducal days. Still, it retains the 
air of a capital with a long and illus- 
trious history. The ladies' dresses are 
only provincial when measured by the 
Paris standard, to which Italian wom- 
en above the peasant class generally 
submit—more's the pity. Paris fashions 
only suit Frenchwomen, unless applied 
by French hairdressers and femmes de 
charnbre. An English or a German face 
njider. a Paris hat or bonnet is at a 
dreadful disadvantage if the hair has 
not liken first dressed by a French art- 
iste Tjcapillaire. 
He places the hat, 


through the medium of the hair, in 
harmonicas relation with the face. I 
fancy these French coiffeurs are not 
much employed by Italian ladies. 


Blue White Prints. 


Paper coated with an emulsion, which 


when printed and toned gives a clear 
white with a bluish tint in the high 
lights, may be bought of dealers in pho- 
tographic materials. 
The paper is 


marked "Pense," which is a mistake, 
as the correct spelling 
is "pensee." 


This blue tone may bo obtained on aris- 
to paper by toning the prints in a sepa- 
rate bath and putting a few drops of 
aniline blue in the fixing bath. 
Have 


the tint rather deep, and when the 
prints are fixed tho whites and high 
lights will have a clear blue tone. If 
the picture is a landscape with plenty 
of clouds in. the sky the effect is almost 
as if the sky had been tinted. 


Many spots both on prints and nega- 


tives are due to the dishes used not hav- 
ing been properly cleansed. The trays 
should be wiped out with a very soft 
, cloth or sponge, and once in a while 
washed with a little alcohol. 


A set of labels printed with 
the 


names of the different chemicals com- 
monly in nse in the dark room may be 
had for 10 cents. They come already 
gummed and are a great convenience. 


A convenient little plate lifter 
is 


called the "L." It is a tiny contrivance 
which fits on the side of the tray and 
saves all danger of scratching the plate 
in removing it from tho tray, and there 
is no need of putting the fingers into 
any of the solutions if the "L" is used. 
With this lifter, instead of rocking the 
tray during development, the plato is 
rocked with the lifter.—Harper's Round 
Table. 


Nevada, 


Nevada is the victim of circum- 


stances. Rich in the potentialities of 
material greatness, and therefore strong 
in the capacity to support a social struc- 
ture, sho presents the baffling paradox 
of a declining population in a western 
state.

from tenantry to proprietorship.—Wil- 
liam £.

A breeding association and country 


club to be located on, the Clarksburg 
farm recently occupied by W. A. Gal- 
lup with the Clarksburg company is a 
project that is being agitated in the 
city at present, and of which Colonel 
Robert Stride is the promoter. Colonel 
Stride has been in the city for soim 
days, and has met with considerable 
encouragement for the scheme. He ex- 
pects to be able io xpil in a week or so 
whether it will go or not. 


Tho plan is a novel one for this re- 


gion. It is to combine in one organiza- 
tion the breeding association and coun- 
try club ideas. The plan as, outlined in 
the prospectus of the organization calls 
for the purchase of the farm, which is 
one of the most improved and pleasant- 
ly situated in the region. Here would 
be conducted a poultry and game 
breeding farm, and the raising of mar- 
ketable products at all seasons of the 
year. 


Stockholders in the 
company will 


have the privilege of buying anything 
produced by the farm at market rates 
while all stockholders having five or 
more shares secure club membership 
and arc- entitled to club privileges, 
which includes hunting privileges. The 
prospectus estimates that after the first 
year a dividend of five per cent, could 
be declared. 


In connection with the club idea it 


would be the plan to erect a handsome 
country club building as soon as pos- 
sible, and meanwhile to transform one 
of the buildings now on the farm for 
club use?. Golf, tennis, archery, cro- 
quet, 
bowling, quoits and shooting 


would be provided for, and it would be 
the plan to enclose about 100 acres of 
woodlands wih wire netting and 
re- 


seived exclusively for rabbit breeding 
By the fall of 1000 shooting parties 
•\\ould bo arranged twice a week from 
March to October inclusive, among the 
members of the club. 


A membership would entitle the fam-

CRITICIZE DAM'S ACTION 


Pitlsfieid Does Not Sympathize With 


Prosecution of Pontoosuc Company 


In speaking of the case brought by 


Inspector Dam against the Pontoosuc 
company of Pittsfleld, an account of the 
trial of which is given elsewhere, the 
Pittsfield Sun says editorially: 


"There are many so called "labor 


laws" on the statute books, designed 
to protect the laboring men and wo- 
men from the cruel oppressions of em- 
ployers. The hours ot labor in factories, 
for instance, are controlled by law, and 
to make any variation therefrom there 
must be quite a rigmarole of notices 
and other red tape proceedings. 


It is prescribed by law that only 


under certain conditions can time lost 
be made up. The Pontooauc Woolen 
company gave their employes a half 
day off, last Thursday, that they might 
go to the cattle show. They had them 
work 2<£ hours extra on Saturday, thus 
partially making up for the lost time. 


Mr. Dam, of North Adams, factory 


inspector, heard 
of this monstrous 


proceeding, came down to Pittsfleld 
and has made three complaints, in thfe 
name o£ three employes, against the 
company and may make the company 
pay from $150 to $300 fine. 


The law allows over time to bo 


worked if tho time lost is caused by 
tho stoppage oC machinery. Mr. Dam 
saysi the stoppage which will excuse over 
time must be of an involuntary nature, 
like an accident or breakage. A volun- 
tary stoppage of machinery for holi- 
day purposes doesn't justify over time. 
It is admitted, we understand, that the 
employes are willing to work; that 
they made no complaint; that the re- 
quired notice was sent the inspector, 
a.nd 
that 
there was 
no 
hard shin 


whatever in the matter. It was simply 
a technical violation of the law, and 
not even that if it shall prove that 
any stopping of the machinery, volun- 
.ary or accidental, excuses over time 
to make up for the loss. 


This would seem to be a reasonable 
nterpretation of the law, though Mr. 
Dam thinks differently, and will push 
he prosecution of the Pontoosuc com- 
pany, one of the oldest industries in 
Pittsfield and one of the best. There is 
eally no justification for the annoy- 
ance, for no complaint has been made 
by those interested 
and no 
crime 


against the spirit of the law has been 
committed.

The English Municipal Service. 


Compared with other professions in 


England, the mnnicipg^ervice ia on the 
•whole fairly well paid. Salaries of town 
clerks range from £800 in townu of a, 
population of 80,000 to £1,750 paid by- 
Manchester, which has a population of 
600,000, while municipal engineers are 
paid all the way up from £200 in towns 
of 80,000 to £1,000 a year paid by each 
of the municipalities of Manchester, 
Liverpool and Newcastle. 


For these salaries the councils usually 


demand all the time of their servants, 
A lawyer or an engineer may do better 
as a private practitioner, but in the 
municipal service he is sure of his posi- 
tion and his pay, and it will be his own 
fault if he has not so organized his office 
and trained assistants that he can hold 
on to his position well on into an old 
age. Advancing years may tell against 
a man for appointment to a municipal 
office, but old age is seldom made the 
excuse for getting rid of a town clerk or 
a municipal engineer. Most of them die 
in harness, drawing full pay. 


The subordinate clerkships under the 


municipalities are not much better paid 
than clerkships in law and mercantile 
offices. The reason why these positions 
are prized is that in such a position a 
man regards himself 'as placed for life 


1 and is consequently in the enjoyment of 
'" that feeling of settlement and that ab- 


sence "of worry as to the future which 
are so dear to middle class Englishmen. 
Excellent men of their class hold these 
positions. Their abilities and their re- 
spectability would bring them the-same 
salaries elsewhere, minus only the fixity 
of tenure which attaches to all grades 
of the municipal*service. These subor- 
dinates, like their superiors in the paid 
municipal service, vote at all elections 
like other citizens. They never attempt 
to conceal how they vote, bnt the recur- 
ring elections give rise to no pleasurable 
expectations or disturbing apprehensions 
of any kind on their part. They are nev- 
er active in the municipal campaigns 
and would as soon expect to encounter 
a highwayman in the town as a collect- 
or seeking contributions to a campaign 
fund

Cooking School Established For 


Hospital Corps Privates. 


BOHEME PROVES SUOOESSrUL, 


Men Are Taught How to Prepare 


Food For tbe Sick and CunvBle*- 
cent—Description ot MU» ElUabeth 
Stnck'a AVork—Ten Style* ot Bard 
Tack—Economic Side ot tbe Work. 
One of the most interesting schools 


in cooking for the sick to be found 
anywhere is now at the Washington 
barracks, where Misa Elizabeth Stack 
Is teaching the privates who have en- 
listed for service in the hospital corps 
the art of preparing food suitable for 
invalid and convalescent soldiers. This 
is a new idea. Hospital stewards have, 
of course, received instructions of this 
sort before, but the taking of the raw 
volunteers and drilling them in the 
niceties of cooking is something new, 
says the St Louis .Republic. So suc- 
cessful has it been that tbe authorities 
at San Francisco have been directed by 
the war department to open a similar 
course of instruction for the volunteers 
there. 


Miss Stack has classes numbering 


in all about 50, and they are taught in 
groups of about one-third that num- 
ber. 
The coiirse is to consist of 24 


lessons and four reviews. The pupils 
are sturdy men, fresh from a great 
variety of occupations, such as cab 
drivers, barbers, stage carpenters, 
brick masons, teamsters, etc., and one 
man is a physician of five years' stand- 
Ing. The course begins with milk, and 
these men are taught processes of 
sterilizing and pasteurizing and the 
uses of milk in various stages of con- 
valescence. 
Similar studies in water 


follow. Then come the broths and jel- 
lies and after that the cereals. The 
possibilities of rice form a large chap- 
ter in the instruction, for it is taken 
for granted that at Manila this will 
be the most easily obtained of the ce- 
real foods. Another branch of the in- 
struction is to make the various army 
rations—the emergency, the travel and 
the regular ration—and see what can 
be done with them in the way of mak- 
ing them adaptable to the needs of the 
sick. 


The ways of preparing bacon so that 


it will be more digestible are carefully 
considered. 
As for hard tack, Miss 


Stack shows her pupils ten different 
methods of preparing it. The travel 
ration, which is very much condensed 


j in all things, is also a subject of study 


in the same way. The cooking of the 
ordinary company ration is not a part 
of this course, because that falls to 
the company cooks, who may need the 
instruction just as much as the pri- 
vates in the hospital corps, but as yet 
they do not get it except in the hard 
school of experience. It usually hap- 
pens, however, that a company of vol- 
unteers contains at least one man who 
has served as cook in a hotel or res- 
taurant. 
His experience ia usually 


drafted into service. 


The way the men take hold of this 


work is surprising. Most of them ap- 
pear amazed at the possibilities in the 
line of scientific cooking, and where 
they have homes they usually an- 
nounce that they will effect a revolu- 
tion in cooking there when they re- 
turn. Tbe barbers are said to take to 
cooking very naturally. Some of the 
m 
i' other occupations make very 


i 
rk of it. The other day Miss 


f- 
rook some work away from one 


of tliu men, saying: 


' 'Let me show you how to do this." 
The man looked on and replied dis- 


dainfully: 


"Oh, that's a woman's way!" 
To this Miss Stack very properly re- 


plied: 


"If you are to do a woman's work, 


you must learn to do it In a woman's 
way." 


There is an economic side to this 


work too. The hospitals are allowed 
40 cents a day for each patient with 
which to buy milk and other foods. 
The class is taught some of the princi- 
ples of food buying—what things will 
be of most service that can be pro- 
cured within the_ limits of that sum. 
All this instruction goes on side by 
side with the- regular army training 
for the hospital corps, such as the lit- 
ter and the ambulance drills. Now 
men are enlisted direct for the hospi- 
tal corps, while in the recent war all 
volunteers enlisted on the same baste, 
and certain of them were picked out 
for this work. There is no difference 
in the requirements or the pay for this 
work from that of other privates. The 
corps gets about the same class of men. 
Its services in the far east are bound to 
be in great demand, according to all 
accounts, and there is no estimating 
the amount of good which Miss Stack's 
course of instruction will have. 


Miss Stack is an adopted daughter of 


Caplain Chester of the navy, who com- 
manded 1he Cincinnati during the war. 
She wns prepared for this work at St. 
Diary's, Brooklyn, and durinc: the v.-r.r 
was dictetist at Jackson-* illt- ::t the 
Second division hospital of the Sev- 
enth army corps.

The 


charge was nn alhgt-d violation of the 
statutes nt 1st'! in ic-gard U> th>- em- 
ployment of opeiuth'C's. outside of cer- 
tain houis, and is the first ca.se of its 
kind in this section. The complainant 
was JvpifM-ntt'd by Lawyers Paiker 
and Caipenter of this city, while ex- 
Disuct Attorney Charles K. Hibbard 
represented the defendant. 


Two opciatives fii.sL testified 
that 


they work'-d Hatuiday afternoon, Sep- 
tember 1C, to make up for time lost 
when the mil! was shut doun on ac- 
count of the Pittsfield fair. 
One of 


them said, "We were not obliged to 
work Satin day, we were 
willing to 


work and had no fau't to find. In fact 
we> \\itre told we needn't work unless 
we wanted to." 


The complainant then called upon 


Henry A. Francis, general 
manager 


and superintendent of the company. 
Mr. Francis said the mill i\as running 
Saturday according to his directions. 
He was not aware of any breakage in 
the machinery. Replying to intei roga- 
tions from Lawyer Hibbard the witness 
Saul: '-\VP clc-ed Thursday for the ac- 
commodation of the help and when we 
decided to i tin Saturday we took pains 
to ratify all the overseers that they 
needn't work if they didn't \\ant to." 


Inspector Dam was next upon the 


stand. He said he had held the pres- 
ent office a year and a half. He visited 
the mill September 14 and found the 
finishing and engine rooms running. He 
was also at the mill on Saturday after- 
noon and found a portion of the estab- 
lishment running. 


Mr. Dam then made a statement in 


which he said in part: "My business 
is to enforce the labor lav, s of the state. 
I have a large territory to cover and do 
not have the chance to look after the 
mills perhaps as closely as I ought. I 
did not come to Pittsfield Thursday on 
purpose to visit the Pontocsuc mill. 
When I did go the'-e I found the engine 
room stopped. I looked for Superin- 
tendent Francis, but he was not around. 
1 then told the clerk that if they made 
up the t:me it would be a violation of 
the law. In due season, however. Mr. 
Plunkett notified me that they intended 
to work Saturday. I thereupon came 
down to this citv again and secured 
seiwnl signatures of operatives. I have 
never known a case of this nature to 
come up in this &af ticn. of the state be- 
fore. In the eastern part of the com- 
monwealth they aie of frequent occur- 
rence and when complained of the 
piopnetors come right forward and pay 
their fine." 


In answer to questions from Lawyer 


Hibbard, the witness said: "I never 
knew a case where they made up for 
lost time in thisi way before. 
Some 


concerns- evade the law maliciously, 
others through ignorance. 


Lawyer Hibbard: "Do you think Mr. 


Plunkett and Mr. Francis 
tried 
to 


evade the law?" 


"They may have been ignorant of it," 


was the compromising response. 


After the \\ itness had 
taken 
the 


trouble to assert that he just drcpped 
into Mr. Plunkett's offlce Saturday to 
make his acquaintance the complainant 
rested his case. 


Lawyer Hibbard for the defendant 


then spoke briefly to the fact that it 
has been the custom to ci><JC the Tr.il!" 
in Pittsfield the last day of the fair as 
in North Adams and Great Harrington. 
"Mr. Plunkett," he said, "in conform- 
ity with the statutes duly ssnt notice to 
ilr. Dam of the intention of the firm ' 
to run Saturday. If it is a violation of 
the law it is merely one of technical- 
ity." 


William R. Plunkett said it was in 
i 
n9 way the purpose of the company to 
run in opposition to the statutes. He 
said he had received^no official notice 
from Dam regarding the prosecution. 
At this point the defendants rested 
their case. On summing un Lawyer 
Hibbard said in part: "The Pontoosuc 
company has the reputation of being 
a law abiding concern. Tt is one of the 
oldest and the best in Berkshire coun- 
ty. It is a question if the law has been 
-violated, but if it has been, the con- 
struction seems to me to be unfair and 
unreasonable. This law has been enact- 
ed to protect labor. It seems to us this 
prosecution 
is only a 
persecution.

Thursday and everybody was glad to 
work on Saturday. Tt was a hnn.ine 
spirit that prompted tho decision of 
the company. Mr. Dam is a zealous of- 
ficial. He. must keep moving to keep 
his office. 
He says that down in the 


eastein part of the slate thty hasten 
up and pav their fines in such case. T"p 
here in Berkshire we are not like Dave 
Crockett's coons that come down from 
a tree befo-e they are shot at. In th:s 
technical violation, if such theie was. 
the company acted in perfectly good 
.faith and it seems to us the cas? should 
'be filed." 


Lawyer Parker briefly repudiated 


some of Mr. Hibbard'a statements and 
rehearsed several s-sctions in the blue 
bocTto bearing on the case. 


The couit raid in conclusion that in- 


asmuch as it was an entirely new case 
for this court he wanted some time to 
look it up. Mr. Dam volunteered to re- 
mark that the judge could have all the 
time he wanted so far as he was con- 
cerned. Ha.ving received this happy as- 
surance Judge Tucker said he wuuld 
make a decision next AA'edncs-day
